All the charges against the Sutton 
brothers and 
their 
brother-in-law, 
George Elliot, were completely anni­ 
hilated in the court of Hon. T. H. 
Greer last Friday by Attorney T. J. 
McMurray. 
The Sutton boys and 
Elliot were arrested in Hale county 
and brought to Decatur to face the 
charge of burglary and to tell what 
^hey knew about the “ m ysterious” 
disappearance 
from 
the 
Crafton 
neighborhood last October 
of one 
Jesse Farm er. 
When the prelim inary 
trial was held Friday, early in the 
proceedings, the “ m urder m ystery” 
ivas exploded by a witness testifying 
ihat H iller, the accuser, 
was not 
aruthful, and further, that Farm er 
sr as very much alive and enjoying 
bhree meals per day somewhere in the 
sew state of Oklahoma. 
H iller’s tes­ 
timony was split in twain and knock­ 
ed to smithereens by the accused boys 
find their relatives and friends, and . 
lifter a splendid speech to the court, | 
Justice Greer gave them a clean bill 
rf freedom, not only on the charge of 
‘doing away” with Fanner, but the 
charge of burglary was dismissed by 
,he court. 
( 
The sheriffs departm ent and the 
iounty 
attorneys 
were 
surprised, 


they stated, at the turn the case took,,; 
and in their opinion the charge of 
burglary should have been more fully 
investigated. 
The murder mystery 
commenced to go to pieces before Hie 
case went to trial, and the officials 
had little faith in prosecuting the 
prisoners on this charge, but the fact 
' that Hiller’s cloths, which he states 
were stolen from him, were found in 
the possesion of the Suttons was suf­ 
ficient grounds to hold the accused 
until further investigation. 
The Sut­ 
tons swore they won Hiller ’s clothes 
in a “ seven up” game of cards. 
H il­ 
ler swore he never pl dyed a game of 
cards in his life. 
Friday afternoon the Sutton boys 
and Elliott were discharged from cus­ 
tody. 
Monday morning W. G. and R. W . 
Elliot, of Hale county, brothers of 
George Elliot, arrived here with the 
Farm er boy, having gone to O klaho­ 
ma in search of the “ dead boy” im­ 
mediately following George’s arrest. I 
Farm er looked hale and hearty and ! 
in conversation with a Messenger re -1 
porter stated that he “ reckoned” he 
was not present at the shooting near 
Crafton in October. 
He didn’t know 
anything about the card games, and 
said he left that community some 
time after cotton picking. 
He did 
not know the exact date. 
He gave the 
Sutton boys Al reputation as gentle­ 
men of so b rie ty , good habits and 
strict integrity, and they “ had al­ 
ways treated him like a bro th er,” 
Farm er is a young man, about 22 
years of age, of good appearance. 
He lives near Jester, Okla. 


John H iller, the man m aking the 
charges against the Suttons and El­ 
liot, returned to his home in Bowie 
Saturday. 
It was reported here that 
his 15-year-old bride had, during his 
attendance on the court here, eloped 


with another man.

STILT WALKING. 


In Som e P arts of Prance It Is an A b­ 
solu te N ecessity . 
In some parts of the world, partic­ 
ularly In the low districts of France, 
stilt walking is a necessity. 
In Gas­ 
cony there are great level plains cov­ 
ered 
with 
stunted 
bushes 
of dry 
heath. 
These waste lands have a soil 
that is so permeable, so soft and yield­ 
ing, that the slightest fall of* rain 
makes them practically impassable by 
ordinary methods of pedestrianism. 
But these wastes must be traversed 
at all seasons by the poor people of 
Gascony, and necessity has according­ 
ly made the Gascons a stilt walking 
people, and men, women an d children 
may be seen at all seasons of the year 
stuck 
upon 
high 'stilts, 
trudging 
through the waste lands, carrying bas­ 
kets, bundles and the like. 
The stilts 
used are about five feet long and often 
longer. 
Tho shepherds of Landes all go on 
stilts. 
The shepherd is provided with 
a stout staff that answers for many 
purposes. 
At the proper place in the 
staff is a flap, which makes a com­ 
fortable seat when turned down. 
On 
this the shepherd quietly sits and 
watches his flock, and while he sits 
up there lie knits or spins with a dis­ 
taff thrust in his girdle. 
The Landes stilt walker can do mar­ 
velous things with these five foot leg 
extensions. 
He can run with a speed 
that will tax a horse, pick up a pebble 
or pluck a 
flower as the cowboy 
reaches to the earth from his pony, and 
he can drop to the ground level and 
regain the perpendicular as quickly as 
a boy can turn a handspring.—Chicago 
News. 


WRECKED VESSELS. 


D ifficulties T hat 
B eset 
the 
W ork of 
tho S alvers. 
W hat it means to salve a wreck is 
something that few outside of prac­ 
tical seamen can properly appreciate. 
The wreck is a ponderous, unwieldy 
mountain of steel and oak, weighing 
between 3,000 and 12,000 tons, often 
dangerous for any vessel to approach, 
and this must be lifted bodily and 
floated from die decks of pitching, un­ 
stable scows and barges. 
The wreck 
may be submerged beneath fifteen or 
thirty feet of water and so stove in 
that divers must go down and effect 
temporary repairs before it can be 
raised. 
It may be a wreck so shat­ 
tered thilt it is not worth raising, so 
that the w reckers work consists mere­ 
ly In blowing up the hulk and re­ 
moving it as a menace to navigation. 
Or the vessel may be fairly intact, but 
sunk too deep to make attempt at 
raising advisable, the wrecker’s work 
consisting in salving valuable cargo. 
Often the wreck is one not submerged 
at all. 
A ship may have run on to a 
reef, where it lies, nose on a crag and 
stern afloat, rising and falling on the 
ocean swell, pounding, pounding and 
pounding until the very ocean bottom 
drones and she is gradually broken to 
piece*. 
Or, again, the wreck may be 
that of a steamer which ha* pointed 
its nose shoreward in a fog, finding a 
beach, plowing a furrow through the 
yielding sand and never coming to a 
halt until it is stuck fast all but high 
and dry, a helpless victim to the next 
storm that comes screeching up the 
coast to pile breakers against her and 
crowd her even higher upon the beach. 
—Appleton’s.

Austin, Feb. 24.—The senate Tues 
day unanimously adopted the senate 
joint resolution amending the eonsti- 
tution to prompt the establishment of 
a Confederate woman’s home.

and Brachfield. 
During the considei- 
ation of the resolution a large delega 
lion of Daughters of the Confederacy 
were permitted to occupy seats in the 
floor of the senate. 
After consuming practically all of 
the morning session, the senate fin­ 
ally passed to engrossment Senator 
Alexander s senate bill extending the 
scope of corporations and providing 
that corporations may be formed for 
operating interurban lines with gas, 
naptba, etc. 
The first call of the senate the pres­ 
ent session occurred during the eon 
si deration of this bill, as the opposi­ 
tion thereto was strong. 
The call de­ 
veloped twenty-eight members present, 
but the purpose of the call failed when 
a vote to excuse absentees prevailed. 
Alexander made an effort to have the 
bill passed under suspension of rules 
but. laded to get the necessary four- 
fifths. 
Senate passed finally senate bill to 
authorize commissioners of (ourts in 
various counties to establish and cre­ 
ate improvement districts to prevent 
overflows and to construct and main­ 
tain levees on rivers and creeks.
